BOER WAR GOES ON. 


The End Does Not Seem to Be 
Very Near. 


IT’S LASTED TWO YEARS. 


London Papers Are Beginning to Com­ 
plain and Demand More Sub­ 
stantial Eeaulcs. 


L o n d o n , Oct. 2. — W ithin two 
weeks the war 
in 
South A frica 
will have entered upon its third 
year, and, in the face of a recru­ 
descence of organized operations 
by the Boers and of the impossi­ 
bility of carrying out Mr. Brode­ 
rick’s promise to reduce the war 
expenditures 
by 
sending 
home 
some troops, 
the government or­ 
gans are again becoming restless. 
There is a mystery surrounding 
the operations and the whole situa­ 
tion in Natal and the denials and 
evasions of the war office concern­ 
ing the 
alleged 
friction between 
Mr. Broderick and Lord Kitchener 
form the subject of editorial pro­ 
tests on all sides. 
“ W e have the right to expect, ” 
says the Standard, “ that the gov­ 
ernment will lose no time in send­ 
ing out such ample reinforcements 
as the military chiefs on the spot 
deem necessary. ” 
The D aily Mail, 
which 
finds 
evidence that Lord Kitchener is in 
a difficult predicament and fears 
that the government is delaying re­ 
inforcements out of a desire to 
avoid 
summoning 
parliament 
to 
vote the necessary supplies, warns 
the government that, if this be the 
case, a grave risk is being run. 
Similar protests are made on all 
sides. 
The Times, after reminding the 
government of the “ repeated blun­ 
ders 
and miscalculations 
which 
have cost the empire such a terri­ 
ble price, ” says : 
“ A third cam­ 
paign has now opened in South 
Africa, and there is no sign that the 
government is doing anything to 
prepare for possibly the dragging 


out of the war for several months 
more. 
“ Already it is too late to provide 
such a mobile force as would be 
adequate this autumn. 
Is the gov­ 
ernment doing anything to provide 
it even three months and, if not, 
what possible excuse can the gov­ 
ernment urge for this neglect?”

J . G, Dillard, of this city. 
While a resident of Sedalia few 
men were better known than Will 
Glo v er, who is now about 51 years 
of age. 
He came here from W ind­ 
so r, wh(sre he was married to Miss 
Lillie Hurlburt, of an excellent 
family, who is now with her broth­ 
er at Brownwood, Texas. 
Glover 
a lso has two daughters in Texas, 
o ne of whom was married there 
o nly a few months ago. 
It has been something like five 
or six years since Glover removed 
with his family to Texas, after he 
had been dismissed from the mail 
service for questionable practices, 
among

were 
obtaining 
money by false representations, 
trarrowing money that he never 
returned and failing to pay his 
debts generally. 
Some two years ago he deserted 
bis family, since which time he has 
drifted throughout Texas, working 
everybody possible, his one object 
being, it appears, to get money, 
no matter of whom or how. 
A t times he gave the names of 
Jo hn H. Armstrong, J. F. Catter- 
lip, Harry Moore 
and Chas. E. 
L ^caster,w ell known postal clerks 
o f Jjjis city, and these gentlemen 
been subjected to no end of 
►yance by his crookedness. 
Some months ago Glover made 
the acquaintance of Mrs. M. A.

What Glover did with his money 
while a resident of Sedali i was 
always a mystery to even his most 
intimate friends. 
He was ever the 
recipient of a clever salary, but he 
was always in debt, and never lost 
an opportunity to borrow money. 
He did not drink to excess, 
least 
unless somebody else paid for it, 
nor did he gamble, and the only 
conclusion his fellow-clerks could 
reach was that some woma-i un­ 
known to them was working him 
for every dollar he could get hold r f. 
In his letter to Sheriff Diilaid 
Sheriff Martin asks for all of the

Glover while a resident of Stdalia 
and since leaving here, and assur­ 
ance was given that he would be 
vigorously prosecuted by his vic­ 
tims in the Lone Star state.

Glover with the postoftice authori­ 
ties before he was dismissea from 
service, and in a large majority of 
the cases the charge was tiuit ha 
had obtained the money by false 
representations. 
How much he 
has scooped in since that tune ine 
Lord only knows. 
Glover began his ciooked work, 
it is said, when he ran on the Han­ 
nibal and Sedalia run as postal 
clerk, years ago, and his victims 
cxn be found by the score all along 
the line. 
They include merchrxnts, 
professional men, farmers aod me­ 
chanics, no favorites being phiyed 
by the Wily William, as be ue- 
came generally known later. 
A Sedalia gentleman who was 
employed as a clerk in the Sedalia 
postofiice when the late 
Capt. 
Albert Parker was postmaster re­ 
signed his position because he was 
afraid that Glover, a fellow clerk, 
would be guilty of crookedness in 
the office and suspicion might at­ 
tach to the clerk in question. This 
gentleman is now an Ohio street 
business man, and at that time he 
gave no reason for his resignation, 
nor did he reveal it until years aft- 


erward, when Glover had become 
noted for his rascality.

So far as known, he has 
never had his picture taken. Years 
ago he was solicited by u number 
of fellow clerks to sit for a group 
picture, but he respectfully de­ 
clined, on the ground that he did 
not believe in the practice.

cou rt pu rposes only . 
It is tru e that the cou rt rooms 
hav e often been u sed for political 
gatherings and other pu rposes, bu t 
this has been by general consent 
and withou t objection and withou t 
protest from any respectable nu m­ 
ber of citizens. 
This protest, howev er, coming 
as it does in so emphatic a form 
and from so many bu siness, profes­ 
sional and laboring people as I u n­ 
derstand belong to this organiza­ 
tion, mu st be giv en proper con­ 
sideration.

TRAGEDY ON A TRAIN. 


A Murder In So uihwest Missouri the 
Sequel o f a Rilling Six 
Years Ago. 


Ed DePriest, of Eminence, Mo,, 
was killed on an ex cu rsion train 
y esterday between Cabooi 
and 
Mou u tain Grov e by Abe Woody , 
of Birch Tree. 
DePriest was tau nting Woody 
and spitting in his face, when the 
latter drew his rev olv er and shot 
DePriest in the forehead, killing 
him instantly . 
Six y ears ago DePriest was ru n­ 
ning at saloon at Eminence. 
Tom 
Woody , a brother of the man who 
y esterday shot DePriest, came into 
DePriest’s place one day 
fora 
drink. 
W ithou t a word of warn­ 
ing, DePriest shot Woody dead, 
lie made a hard fight against ju s­ 
tice. 
His case was finally tried 
before Ju dge McAfee at Spring­ 
field on a change of v enu e, and he 
was sentenced to ten y ears in the 
penitentiary . 
After serv ing sev eral y ears, De 
Priest was pardoned by Gov ernor 
Stephens ju st before v acating the 
gov ernor’s chair. 
After his retu rn to Eminence, 
DePriest was freq u ently in trou ble. 
When he boarded the ex cu rsion 
train on which the tragedy oc­ 
cu rred, DePriest swore at Woody 
and remarked that he had killed 
his brother, Tom, and wou ld kill 
him. 
When he spit in Woody ’s 
face the latter shot him. 
The body was taken from the 
train 
at 
Mou ntain 
Grov e and 
Woody was not molested. Woody 
is shipping clerk for the Cordiz- 
Fisher Lu mber company , at Birch 
Tree. 
He married a dau ghter of 
W. L. Foley in West Plains sev ­ 
eral y ears ago.

HE HAD NO CONFIDANTE. 


Worked During the War At the Fres- 
ident’s Direction— Died With­ 
out Revealing flis Secret. 


It was 
the 
late 
Dr. 
Thomas 
Holmes, 
of Brooklyn, 
who em­ 
balmed the body of President L in ­ 
coln, which was found to be in a 
most excellent state of preservation 
when viewed last week. 
His process was a radical de­ 
parture from the ordinary mode of 
embalming by means of fluids. Dr. 
Holmes placed the body in a glass 
case and subjected it to pressure of 
a peculiar gas, the action of which 
hardened the flesh to a degree ap­ 
proaching the toughness of leather. 
That is all that is known of the 
process today. 
Dr. Holmes died two years ago, 
a poor man. 
Doubtless his inven­ 
tion could have made a fortune for 
a man possessing business ability, 
but that quality Dr. Holmes lack­ 
ed. His discovery was appreciated 
by few, and brought very little 
money to him. 
In a little frame house near Mar- 
cy avenue and Broadway, Brook­ 
lyn, back of the store in which Dr. 
Holmes had his shop for 
many 
years, lives his widow. W hen seen 
by a reporter Sunday, she gave 
ä n 
account of 
Dr. Holmes’ 
career. 
He was born in N ew Y o rk in i8iS, 
but when very young moved to 
Brooklyn. 
A fter graduating from the uni­ 
versity of the city of N ew York, 
he 
studied 
medicine 
under 
Dr. 
Valentine, but never made a suc­ 
cess at the 
profession. 
A n 
ap­ 
pointment as examining physician 
to the coroner stimulated his inter­ 
est in 
the 
work 
of embalming, 
however, and the invention of his 
process followed. 
During the civil war the success 
of his work on the bodies of prom­ 
inent soldiers brought Dr. Holmes 
to the notice of President Lincoln, 
who became interested in his work 
and ordered that he should be em­ 
ployed 
at 
his 
death. 
President 
Lincoln personally paid 
the ex­ 
pense of fitting out a gunboat to 
carry the doctor and his assistants 
to the army at Fair Oaks, where 
he embalmed many of the promi­ 
nent officers slain in the battle. 
W hen he moved 
to 
Brooklyn 
some years ago. Dr. Holmes adver­ 
tised that he held the secret of a 
revolution in embalming, and ex­ 
plained that his process made the 
art of the 
Egyptians seem 
less 
wonderful. 
Then he invited the 
newspapers to investigate his pat­ 
ent, and the representatives sent to 
see him were convinced that his 
claims were in no w ay exaggerated 
and that his'work was wonderful. 
He displayed specimens of his art, 
some of which had been embalmed 
for more than thirty years, and all 
were remarkably preserved. 
Dr. 
Holmes 
died 
nearly tw o 
years ago. 
He was always known 
as an eccentric character, and this 
failing explains, probably, the fact 
that he made no effort to band 
down his discovery to posterity. 
His last request was that when he 
died his remains should not be em­ 
balmed, and his wish was granted.

Testimocy Introduced for Frosecu- 
tion Tending to 8how Defend­ 
ant’s insanity. 


The criminal court 
room was 
crowded when the taking of testi­ 
mony was resumed in Kansas City 
Tuesday morning in the “ 
Bud” 
Taylor ca-'e. 
Taylor is accused of 
the murdtr of Ruth Nollard, 
on 
March 2. 
Mrs. Nollard was again 
called to the stand and asked what 
had prevented Taylor killing Ruth 
the time he made the attempt in 
February. 
“ 
He told me I had thrown the 
pistol out of action,” 
was the re- 
ply. 
The bulk of the state’ s testimony 
was to show that up to the time of 
hi> i rrest for the killing Taylor 
had shown no signs of insanity. 
Detective Boyle, who went to 
the scene of the shooting in the 
patrol wagon, testified : 
“ 
Officer 
Drivetts gave me the hat and rifle. 
In Eli L illy’s drug store I think I 
put 
Taylor’s 
hat 
on. 
I 
sa id : 
‘ W h y did you shoot that girl?’ He 
sa id ; 
‘She 
did 
me 
wrong. 
I 
couldn’ t get her, and I was bound 
no one else should have her.’ ” 
Frank Blake, assistant prosecu­ 
tor, who was present 
when 
Mr. 
Hadleys took Taylor’s statement 
after the shooting, was called. 
In 
the statement Taylor said that he 
had rented the room in order to kill 
the girl. 
The state closed 
its 
case at 2 
o’clock, and Mr. Boyle made the 
opening statement for the defense. 
He 
declared 
that 
epilepsy 
was 
hereditary with Bud Taylor, 
and 
that he had at times been a raving 
maniac. 
One of the first witnesses called 
for the defense was Mrs. Lavina 
Taylor, 
the 
defendant’s mother. 
She testified that he had 
always 
acted “ 
queer;” that he had once 
tried to end his life. 
A t the con­ 
clusion of her testimony she ap­ 
proached the prisoner, and with 
tears running down 
her cheeks, 
pleaded with him to speak to her. 
Taylor did not even glance toward 
her, but looked steadily downward.

WOBKEÜ HIM FOR MONEY

A woman’s wiles cau sed the 
downfall of W . W . Glov er, the 
ex -M., K. & T. postal clerk , whose 
incarceration in the Paris, Tex as, 
jail was chronicled 
in Su nday ’s 


D e m o cr a t, 
The news of Glov er’s arrest did 
not come as a su rprise to those in 
Sedalia who hav e k nown him inti­ 
mately for the past twenty y ears. 
On the contrary , they hav e long 
anticipated his arrest, and the only 
wonder is that he was permitted 
to go so many y ears b efore landing 
b ehind the b ars. 
A D e m o cr a t reporter was in­ 
formed today that a woman whose 
name is not k nown to this paper’s 
informant is responsib le for Glov ­ 
er’s downfall. He b ecame infatu at­ 
ed with her many y ears ago,while 
ru nning as a postal clerk on the 
Hannib al and Sedalia ru n, it is 
said, and she finally came to Seda­ 
lia to liv e. 
She had rooms in a 
b u siness b lock of the city , and it is 
said she work ed Glov er for ev ery 
dollar he cou ld ob tain. 
As he had 
a family to prov ide for, he was 
forced to resort to crook ed methods 
to ob tain cash, and did so with a 
v engeance. 
Glov er was finally discarded b y 
the siren, howev er, and she left 
the city , b u t the hab its he had 
contracted b y reason of his infatu ­ 
ation for her hu ng to him, and he 
went from b ad to worse, u ntil 
now he is in the law’s clu tches, 
with an ex cellent show of going 
ov er the road. 
A D e m o cr a t reporter y esterday 
peru sed a b atch of letters written 
to John H. Armstrong, the postal 
clerk of this city , b y Mrs. M. A. 
Beatty , 
formerly 
of 
Sherman, 
Tex as, a v ictim of Glov er, who 
assu med the name of Armstrong. 
Glov er made the acqu aintance of 
Mrs. Beatty while she was con­ 
du cting a hotel at Sherman and 
stopped with her sev eral week s, 
for which he nev er paid a penny . 
It was while her gu est that he in­ 
du ced her to open a ccrrespond- 
ence with a fictitiou s person k nown 
as James II. Valentine, of Sedalia, 
who Glov er, then k nown as John 
H. Armstrong, said was his cou sin. 
Mrs. Beatty was indu ced to open 
a correspondence with the pseu do 
Valentine, b u t in reality Glov er, 
and finally they b ecame engaged, 
and the woman ev entu ally dis­ 
posed of her hotel b u siness to 
marry Valentine, who nev er ma­ 
terialized, of cou rse. 
It was not u ntil recently that 
Mrs. Beatty learned that it was not 
John H. Armstrong who had v ic­ 
timized her, and in the meantime 
' she had addressed a dozen letters 
to Mr. Armstrong here, demand­ 
ing that he mak e good to her the 
money he had defrau ded her ou t of. 
Not only did Mrs. Beatty write 
to Armstrong, b u t letters were al­ 
so addressed to Mrs. Armstrong, 
setting forth the alleged shortcom­ 
ings of her su pposed hu sb and, and, 
in addition, complaint was filed 
with Su pt. W hite, of the railway 
mail serv ice, ask ing for Mr. A rm ­ 
strong’s dismissal.

The shooting occu rred at 11:3 0 
o clock . 
The w;ou nded man was 
tak en to Central police station in 
the police amb u lance, where he 
died shortly after midnight. 
Hu dspeth and his wife were 
lock ed u p, the man to await the 
issu ance of a warrant charging 
him with mu rder and the woman 
for inv estigation. 
Mrs. Hu dspeth 
witnessed the k illing. 
Fiv e y ears ago the man who is 
now b eing held on 
a 
mu rder 
charge, and his sweetheart, elcped 
from their home city , Mason City , 
111, and were married, after elu d­ 
ing the irate father of the girl. 
Their marriage b rou ght down the 
wrath of the b ride’s father, E. B. 
Ely , a wealthy farmer liv ing near 
Mason City , and he ordered the 
y ou ng cou ple nev er to cross his 
threshold again. 
^ 
Officer Eu b ank s and a reporter 
for the Kansas City Star reached 
the scene of the shooting ten min­ 
u tes after the fatal shot was fired. 
Cu rry was fou nd ly ing with his 
head and b ody b ehind the door, 
and Mrs. Hu dspeth was sitting on 
the edge of the b ed weeping. 
Hu dspeth, the hu sb and, was stand­ 
ing near a b u reau u pon which lay 
the 3 2 calib er rev olv er with which 
Cu rry had b een shot. 
As soon as 
he saw the policeman Hu dspeth 
said : 
“ You ’ll hav e no trou b le with 
me. 
I ’m the man ; I did it.” 
Ask ed why he had shot Cu rry , 
Hu dspeth said : 
“ That’ll all come 
ou t in the cou rt; don’t b other my 
wife now.” 
Hu dspeth was v ery calm and 
collected at first, b u t soon b ecame 
deeply agitated when plied with 
qu estions and finally he refu sed to 
talk fu rther. 
A t police headqu ar­ 
ters he b ecame more reticent than 
ev er and the commanding officer 
declined to allow qu estions to b e 
pu t to him u ntil after Prosecu tor 
Hadley had talk ed with him. 
According to the story told b y 
Mrs, Schu ster, proprietor of the 
rooming hou se where the shooting 
took place, Cu rry came to her place 
Au gu st 23 and engaged a room, 
say ing that his wife wou ld ai Nre 
in a day or two. 
The woman did 
come, Mrs. Schu ster said, and had 
occu pied the same room ev er since. 
Cu rry had b een in Kansas City 
ev ery few day s, b u t did not remain 
long. 
She u nderstood that he was 
work ing in the coal mines at Lex ­ 
ington. 
Mrs. Schu ster said, too, 
that Cu rry had b een away for sev ­ 
eral day s and Lad retu rned only 
Satu rday . 
Hu dspeth, 
she 
say s, 
came to the room three day s ago. 
Mrs. Irma Hu dspeth said that her 
hu sb and, from whom she had b een 
separated some months ago, had 
forced her to write a letter to Cu r­ 
ry that had the effect of b ringing 
him from Lex ington to Kansas 
City . 
He reached there, she b e­ 
liev ed, late Satu rday night, and at 
II :i5 went to her room, where she 
and her hu sb and were talk ing. As 
soon as Cu rry entered the room 
Hu dspeth ask ed him if he were

Almost instantly , Mrs. Hu ds­ 
peth said, her hu sb and drew his re­ 
v olv er, and as Cu rry stooped, as if 
to dodge the 
b u llet, Hu dspeth 
fired. 
The b all entered the top of 
the head, passed downward and 
was imb edded in the mu scles of 
the neck . 
The hu sb and then tu rn­ 
ed his weapon on the wife, if her 
statement to the police b e correct, 
b u t she fainted, and to that fact 
she attrib u tes her own escape.

The my stery eu rrou nding the 
tragic death of Sadie Greenhill 
and John Meloy at DeSoto last 
Satu rday night was cleared Mon­ 
day night b y the confession of 
Will Greenhill, one of the two 
b rothers of the dead woman, who, 
b y the coroner’s v erdict, had b een 
held earlier in the day on a charge 
of mu rder. 
The confession of Will Greenhill 
was made in the presence of fou r 
repu tab le witnesses, and is to the 
effect that he and his b rother, Dan, 
on going to the home of his sister, 
fou nd her in company with Meloy . 
Both the b oy s were armed. Will 
carry ing a dou b le-b itted ax , and 
Dan a hatchet. 
They fou nd Sadie

Dan stru € k his sis­ 
ter with the hatchet, cu tting her 
twice on the temple. 
Will say ^ he 
stru ck Meloy an ov erhand b low 
with the ax . 
Both b odies fell to 
the floor.

In searching Meloy ’s pock ets 
they fou nd the rev olv er which was 
u sed in ev idence, and Dan took it 
and shov ed it in the wou nds in 
their heads and fired. 
He then 
dropped the 
pistol in his hip 
pock et and ran ov er home and 
washed it off and took it b ack and 
laid it on the floor near Meloy ’s 
b ody . 
Will had b een ov er home 
and hid the ax b etween the mat­ 
tresses of his b ed, where it was 
fou nd. 
He said their motiv e for the deed 
was that they did not lik e the way 
Sadie liv ed; that she had a little 
property , and they k new that all 
Meloy wanted m marry ing her was 
to get hold of it and spend it, and 
they wou ld rather see her dead and 
end it all, 
I The hip pock et was cu t ou t of 
Dan’s pantaloons and fou nd to b e 
cov ered with b lb od,thu s corrob orat­ 
ing the story .

^ PUBLIC SCHOOL SUPPORT. 
The efficiency of 
the 
public 
school sy stem is a matter of deep 
interest to the people of the state. 
To a great extent the success of 
the these schools depends upon 
the amount of money available for 
the pay ment of teachers. 
Good teachers mak e good schools 
and good tt • hers can only be se­ 
cured and ifciained when there is 
money with which to pay them fair 
salaries. 
The state has found it necessary 
to aid in the work of public educa­ 
tion and a considerable proportion 
of this aid comes from the interest 
on the state school fund which is 
now invested in state securities. 
Unless the constitution is changed 
these securities must be paid off by 
taxation, and then the proceeds 
will have to be invested in govern­ 
ment bonds bearing a very low 
rate of interest and the amount 
paid to the districts from the state 
fund will be greatly reduced. 
In this case, either the schools 
will suffer or local taxes for school 
purposes must be increased. 
In the more wealthy districts 
this burden might be borne, but in 
the hundreds of smaller and poorer 
districts the schools would have to 
suffer by reason of the decreased 
fund available. 
In this issue 
o f the D e m o c r a t is 
a well-written article on this sub­ 
ject from the pen of one of the 
most intelligent citizens of the

Every attention, both profes­ 
sional and otherwise, was Liven 
him, and the course of the cisease 
appeared rather favorable unnl the 
day before he died, when sudceoly 
he became worse, soon unconscious 
and Saturday morning, September 
7, he died. 
There being no white 
Protestant minister in Limon just 
now, I, as United States consul, 
saw that he had a Christian burial, 
my self reading the Episcopalian 
burial service at the grave.

W . C. Holman, of Sedalia, Mo., 
died at his home yesterday after­ 
noon only a short time after his re­ 
turn from Kansas City, says Sun­ 
day’s

Star. 
His 
stomach was removed cM St. Jos­ 
eph’s hospital nearly three weeks 
ago because of a cancer and he was 
discharged on Friday as practically 
cured. 
The physicians, however, 
did cot feel sure of his ultimate re­ 
covery. 
When Holman was taken to the 
hospital 
it was 
found 
that 
his 
stomach was practically filled up 
by a cancerous growth, which bad 
thrown itself completely around It. 
The man had not been able to eat 
for some time and was in a very 
weak condition. 
The surgeons de­ 
cided TO remove the stomach. 
It 
was 
cut off 
near 
the upper or 
cordiac end, and this was joined to 
the small intestine. 
The whole in­ 
termediate part of the stomach was 
removed. 
Holman 
was, 
in

meantime, fed by rectal injections. 
The wound through which the op­ 
eration was performed was packed 
and left open, so as to allow any 
excretions to flow.out. 
When the 
doctors tried to feed the patient 
through the mouth the liquid ran 
out of the wound. 
They then in­ 
serted a tube in the opening and 
fed him through that. 
Uhe stom­ 
ach and intestine would not grow 
together solidly. 
Still, the doctors 
thought Holman might live for an 
indefinite time.

The New York Herald say s it is 
in a position to announce that im­ 
mediate international action is con­ 
templated which, 
if taken, will 
close the door of every nation to 
persons professing anarchistic doc­ 
trines and enable the extraditon as 
common criminals of anarchists in­ 
volved in the assassination of or at­ 
tempts upon the life of a ruler. 
To accomplish these ends what 
will practically be an international 
police surveillance will be insti­ 
tuted, and information reg arding 
the movements of followers of an­ 
archism will be circulated among 
the several g overnments for their 
g uidance and actioñ . 
But 
before 
Europe 
and the 
United States are linked in the 
common purpose to extirpate an­ 
archism the two Americas will 
probably be bound by international 
ag reement to drive the followers of 
this fanatical doctrine from the 
western hemisphere. 
Many Pan- 
American diplomats were in Buf­ 
falo on the day the president was 
shot and some heard the reports of 
the pistol fired by Czolg osz, 
As 
soon as they had informed them­ 
selves of the president’s condition 
these diplomats held an informal 
meeting , at which they determined 
to submit to their g overnments a 
recommendation that authority be 
g iven the Pan-American cong ress, 
which will assemble next month in 
the City of Mexico, 
to consider 
measures for the suppression of an­ 
archism. 
Certain South American g overn­ 
ments have already intimated their 
acquiescence in the course sug ­ 
g ested, and it now remains for the 
United States to say whether or 
not its deleg ates shall participate 
in the discussion. 
Action by the Pau-Americao 
cong ress will undoubtedly be fol- 
owed by an exchang e of views by 
Europe and the Americans which 
will lead either to an anti-anarchist 
conference or to 
an ag reement 
under which all will act along 
similar lines for the eradication of 
anarchism. 
Besides g overnmental 
consideration of this subject, an 
international police convention is 
projected, which, it is proposed, 
shall formulate a uniform policy to 
3e observed by the police of all 
countries in dealing with persons 
hostile to the institutions of g overn­ 
ment. 
Suppression of anarchism is a 
question which must be handled 
with the utmost delicacy , because 
of the possibility that action mig ht 
infring e the rig hts of the individ­ 
ual. 
Difficulty will be experienced 
in evolving a satisfactory solution 
because of the different deg rees of 
liberty enjoy ed by the people of the 
several nations. 
In continental 
Europe, where the rig hts of every 
subject depend more or less upon 
the pleasure of the g overnment, 
drastic measures can be enforced 
without opposition, 
but 
in the 
United States, where every citizen 
is the equal of a king and has rig hts 
which are his by virtue of his A m er­ 
icanism, 
action 
limiting 
those 
rig hts cannot be taken without de 
termined resistance. 
Under the constitution, cong ress 
is prohibited from making any law 
abridg ing the freedom of speech 
or of the press. 
There are some 
jurists who contend that the police 
are restrained by these provisions 
from preventing the advocacy of 
anarchistic doctrines unless sedi­ 
tion permeates the arg uments used, 
and from prohibiting the publica­ 
tion of anarchistic org ans, which 
are reg arded as the most important 
instruments of the anarchistic prop­ 
ag anda. 
N otw ithstanding these provis­ 
ions of the constitution, Solicitor 
General Richards believes cong ress 
has ample authority to enact a law 
defining anarchism and punishing 
all advocates or followers of its 
doctrines. 
“ If cong ress sees fit,” Mr. R ich­ 
ards added, “ it can g o so far as to 
direct the expatriation of persons 
of this class.”
